BELLE GLADE-Federal pressure 
being put on the Palm Beach 
County Area Planning. Board 
(APB) to hire a public relations 
man was criticized by Mayor Tom 
Altman this week in a letter to 
APB Executive Ditector Frank 
Brutt. 

Altman, vice-chairman of the 
APB, said a reported letter from 
the Atlanta office of the federal 
Environmental Protection Agency 
(EPA) to the local agency strongly 
suggesting the agencies with the 
best public image will be first in 
line for federal ‘monies to imple- 
ment 208 plans. 

The letter, from Atlanta EPA 
Project Officer William Patton to 
АРВ 208. (non-source pollution) 
Director Richard Stalker, said, "... 
there is no doubt that the more 
visible agencies, ie. those who 
can point to specific accomplish- 
ments, will be first in line for con- 
tinuing planning monies.” 

“This kind of thing is bad for 
several reasons,” Altman said. “I 
don't believe you can do justice to 
апу issue that way. It’s starting 
at the end and going forward. 

"You're not going. to get the 
public's interest by saying there's

He 
said the 208 study is now in an 
analysis phase by staff technicians 
and consultants and a report must 
be made for approval of proposals 
by October.

Dulany, a pioneer in this area, 
told the men at their luncheon 
meeting the history of the Belle 
Glade Rotary Club is very closely 
associated with the historv of the 
Everglades and cannot be separ- 
ated. 

So his talk concerned itself 
partly with the history of the area 
as well as the history of Rotary 
Clubs in Belle Glade, Pahokee, 
Okeechobee and Clewiston. 

When Dulany first moved to the 
region, Canal Point was the larg- 
est town around, but when the 
Connors Highway was completed 
in 1924, the town died and Paho- 
kee became the premier city. 
nal Point at one time was situ- 
ated on the quickest transporta- 
tion artery, the North New River 
Canal, but opening of paved-high 
way leading from Pahokee to 
"West Palm Beach вей. th 

Pahokee's Rot Club was th 
first founded on Lake Okeechobee, 
begipning in 1929. Dulany was

the Pahokee club when his group 
sponsored a club in Okeechobee in 
1943.

The United Farm Workers' Union (UFW) reaffirmed its op- 
position to inclusion of farm workers under the National Labor 
Relations Act (NLRA) at its 1977 biennial convention in Fres- 
no, Calif. 

How Аз it that UFW, which publicly deplores the fact that 
farm workers are :'discriminated against through the lack of 
legal protections afforded all other workers,” can oppose the 
only major law which does not include agricultural labor? 


The NLRA is the basic law that provides procedures for 
union recognition, regulates the conduct of secret ballot elec- 
tions; defines union and employer unfair labor practices; and 
sets up rüles for collective bargaining negotiations. It was ör- 
iginally passed in 1935 as part of a new deal plan to help 
unions organize and was refined by amendments in 1947 and 
1959. 

UFW leader Cesar Chavez refused to play the game unless 


“he can write the rules. Testifying before a Senate subcommit- 


tee on labor he said, ‘‘We seek not recognition, but signed 
contracts’’ and ‘‘the bans on recognition and organizational 
picketing and on the so-called secondary boycott would be 
particularly harmful.” 

These bans are the essence of the law which was meant to 
replace organizational strikes with secret ballot elections. The 
ban on secondary boycotts provides protection for outsiders: 
who are not a party to the labor dispute. 


Without these provisions, farm worker elections would be a 
farce and a sham. How could there be freedom of choice in an 
election with the underlying threat that unless the union is 
voted in, employees will be harassed by pickets and the boy- 
cott will attempt to destroy they employers’ businesses? 


Those who support the UFW position do so in the belief 
that they are supporting farm workers. But aren’t they 
supporting the union in a position that forsakes the worker? 


The agricultural industry has favored federal collective bar- 
gaining legislation for years. We have a pro-labor E 
We have a pro-labor administration. Isn't it clear that the only 
reason farm workers are discriminated against by exclusion 
from federal labor laws is the opposition of Cesar Chavez?

In 
1947-48 there were devastating 
floods in Central and South Flor- 
ida which led to the creation of 
Central and Southern Florida 
Flood Control project. 

Original lake level planning in 
1959 called for the initial 15.5 foot 
plan with long-range planning for 
17.5 ft. The additional water stor- 
age is needed to provide the fu- 
ture demands for water users of 
Central and Southern Flori 
well as the Everglades Nati: 
Park. 

Modifications recently complet- 
ed may lead to even а greater 
storage capacity in the years 
ahead, Col. Waterston sald. 

Regulatory outlets of tlie lake 
used for water level control in- 
clude agricultural canals, Caloosa- 
haichee River and St. Lucie Canal 
in the order of priority uses. 

The agricultural canals are 
West Palm Beach, Hillsboro, 
North New River and Miami Ca- 
nals leading from the Southern rim 
of Lake Okeechobee to the north- 
erly limits of the three li 
water consérvation areas of the 
Evéfglades region: Their primary 
function is to provide*major drain- 
age for the vast, rich agricultural 
lands which lie between the lake 
and the water conservation areas. 
They provide a secondary function 
of lake regulation, delivering up to 
4,300 cubic feet per second to the 
water conservation areas. It takes 
about four days for these outlets 
to lower the level of Lake Okee- 
chobee abgfit ðpe inch. 

The Caloosahatchee River is one 
of the two mgjor regulatory out- 
lets for Okeechobee. The 
lake outlet is Structure 77, a spill- 
way. located at Moore Haven on 
the west side of the lake. Like the 
agricultural canals, the first obli- 
gation of the Caloosahatchee is to 
remove floodwaters from tlie Iqcal 
drainage area. After the peak dis- 
charge has occurred, the Caloosa- 
hatchee can provide up to 9,300 
c.f.s. secondary capacity for lake 
regulation. It takes about two 
days for this outlet to lower the 
lake level by one inch. Keep in 
mind that these are rough approx- 
imations. 

The St. Lucie Canal is the sec- 
ond of the major regulatory out- 
lets. It is the only primary regula- 
tory outlet from Lake Okeecho- 
bee.\What I mean by that is the 
canal banks are high; the canal at 
full flow. assumes a steep slope; 
and local floods do not back up on 
adjacent lands. This presents a 

roblem for local interests in the 

ituart area in that, local inflow in- 
creases the St. Lucie Canal out- 
flow aboye and beyond what could 
possibly flow from the lake if 
there were no local inflow. We 
have developed a “slow motion" 
gate opening procedure that will 
ameliorate that problem — тоге 
about that later.

| Wedgworth tells solons about 
agricultural needs in Glades 


BELLE GLADE-Water manage: 
ment headed the list of a series of 
subjects George Wedgworth dis- 
cussed with legislators Friday 
during a hearing held in the Belle 
Glade City Hall by the Palm Beach 
County Legislative Delegation. 

Speaking on behalf of Florida 
Sugar Cane League, Wedgworth 
said the Glades has "one of the 
truly outstanding water manage- 
ment projects in the world", but, 
"certain interésts are using every 
tactic possible to prevent water 
management dicisions to be made 
on a sound scientific basis." 

Wedgworth said the state De- 
partment of Environmental Regu- 
lation had denied an application for 
a permit by the South Flordia 
Water Management District to 
backpump into;Lake Okeechobee 
because of emotion, rather than on 
factual considerations. 

"Research results which will be 
published їй the next few weeks 
will show the following items," he 
said: 

‘There are more nutrients 
entering Lake Okeechobee from 
rainfall on the lake than there is 
from the combined: discharges of 
all backpumping. 

* "There is nothing contained in 
the backpumped water that endan- 
gers the drinking water supply of 
any municipality or persons. Pesti- 
cides were at levels far below the 
U.S. Government drinking water 
standards or non-detectable. 

* “Lake Okeechobee as a whole 
was not adversely affected by 
backpumping. Low oxygen and 
some elevation of nutrients was 
restricted to an area near the rim 
canal of the lake.” З 

Wedworth said that while 
administrative ‘and, possibly, legal 
remedies are being used now to 
prevent DER and other from 
stopping backpumping, legislative 
aid may be sought at a later date. 

“We need your help and advice,” 
he said, “in preventing an emotion- 
al takeover of sound water man- 
agement. Everyone should remem- 
ber that water with a little 
harmless nutrient is better that no 

-water at all.”
